Soon aiie'" the ceasohre icreement in October, l%5, 
Pakistani lorces illegally oioAipicd large ponioas of Indian 
terntory m the JaisaLmer sector of Rajasthan. Shn Narum 
Singh VI ho was commanding the 4ih Battabon of the Rajas- 
th 111 Armed Constabulary m this sector, collected informa- 
tioit of enemy movements.

ihe post until reinforcements arnved and the enemy was 
beaten back with many casualties 

In all those encounters Sbri Naram Singh showed conspi- 
cuous gallantry, inllmtive and devotion to duly of a very
